Word of regret'. Harry Orchard, the 
principal witness for the state in the 
trial of "William Haywood and self- 
coafessed slayer of former Governor 
Steunenberg. confessed to 19 murders 
in the three or four faoars he was on 
the staad- 


Accepting his otrr. -words, he was 


a most willing assassin, ready at any 
time to go anywhere and shoot or 
dynaroite anyone. Ke apparently had 
EO personal hatred of bis victims, and 
he details a marder ia the identical 
tones that he tells that his crimes were 
suggested, paid and approved by chief 
officials of the Western Federation of 
Miners- 


Orchard confessed that as a member 


of the mob ttat wrecked the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan Mill in the Couer 
<T Alone region, be lighted one of the 
fuses that carried fire to the giaai j 
explosion: confessed that he set the 
death trap m the Vindicator mine at 
Cripple Creek that blew out the lives 
of Superintendent McConnicS and 
Foreman Beck; confessed that 
be- 


cause he had not been paid for his 
Srst attempt at violence in the Vindi- 
cator mine he had been treacherous 
to ais associates by warning the mana- 
gers of the Florence and Cripple 
Creek railway that there was a plot to 
biow tip their trains; confessed that 
ne craeily fired three charges of back- 
shot into the body of Detective Lyte 
Gregory of Denver, killing him instant- 
ly: confessed that for days he stalked 
Governor Peabody about Denver wait- 
ing * chance to kill him; confessed 
that he and Steve Adams set and dis- 
charged the mine under the depot at 
Independence that instantly killed 14 
nen, and confessed that failing in an 
attempt to poison Fred Bradley of San 
Francisco he blew him and his house 
up with a bomb of gelatin. 


Five witnesses who traced Orchard 


and Jack Simpkins at rations times 
prior to the Stecnenberg murder at 
Caldwell, Xampa and Silver City and 
further fixed their movements by iden- 
tifying hotel registers where they had 
signed their names, consumed the first 
tour of the session. 
Orchard told of bin trip to Mon- 


tana with Mover and him return to 
Denver, wk*r* It wa» sogcected. He 
MM. tint he km Gcrmnor Pwtoodr. 


JPettiboue were in the plot, he said, 
and furnished the witness with money 
from time to time. The plot failed be- 
cause Orchard and Adams followed a 
carriage containing three women to 
the Peabody home and excited sus- 
picion. Xext came a plot to dynamite 
Peabody, and Orchard said they made 
a bomb, but gave the plan up at the 
suggestion of Haywocd, who was in 
fear tliat thev would all he arrested, 
onppie CreeSc, -Colo., June 6.

in the Haywood cases. The party in- 
cludes A. E. Carltoa, president of the 
First National bank; Austin S. Hol- 
tuan of the Western Investment com- 
pany; L. A. Arnold, secretary of the 
Mine Owners" association; Major H.
